Expect Backing of 
Little Entente.

PARIS, April 24.—France and Japan 
have reached a full accord, under 
which they will not recognize the Rus- 
sian soviets or grant them credits, THE 
TRIBUNE was informed by Quai d’Orsay 
today. The French government has 
received assurances from Belgium, 


Hungary, Poland, Rumania, Serbia, 


and Czecho-Slovakia, according to Quai 
d’Orsay, that they will stand with 
France. Government officials were 
elated today for the first time since 
the conference at Genoa began. 
Recognition of the soviets and grant- 
ing credits was considered in Paris as 
the chief aim of the conference, and 
the French polcy, it is now felt, will 
have sufficient support to defeat the 
soviets. 

The French and Japanese policies 
march together only part of the way, 
France favoring the burning out of 
bolshevism, while Japan wants a weak 
central government in Russia. 

For the first time since the armistice, : 
Japan has not followed the British at 
a conference.

As the soviet had previously given 
the allies to understand that a scaling 
down of the war debts would be ac- 
cepted, the demand of the delegates for 
a protocol cancelling these debts caused 
great surprise to the representatives of 
the powers, who reported to the chiefs 
of their respective delegations that the 
trend of today’s meeting with the bol- 
heviki indicated the possibility of in- 
superable difficulties in coming to some 
arrangement with the soviet. 

Experts Throw Up Sponge. : 

The Russian request for extensive 
loans caused dissatisfaction because 
it is recognized that it would be ex- 
‘tremely difficult to guarantee credits 
to Russia without some reasonable as- 
surance that they would be handled 
by a truly Russian govern.

Washington, D. C., April 24.—Labels 
or brands under which articles are 
sold, when open to construction in the

- gpd definitely describe them, the Su- 
preme court today held in an opinion 
delivered by Justice Brandeis in a case 
brought by the federal trade commis- 
sion against the Winsted Hosiery com- 


pany of Connecticut. 
Justice McReynolds dissented. 


The opinion of the court, while con- 


fined to the particular issues present- 


ed, will, it is stated, have materia! 
effect in broadening the jurisdiction 
of the federal trade commission. 
Chairman Gaskill of the commission 
described it as a great victory. 


Long Usage No Justification. 


Explaining that the Winsted com- 
pany for many years had manufac- 
tured underwear for the retail trade 
bearing the brands “ Natural Merino,” 
“Gray Wool,” “Natural Wool,” “ Na- 
tural Worsted,” or “ Australian Wool,” 
Justice Brandeis declared, “None of

Hollandaise or Dutch Sauce. 


Perhaps it is just as well that peo- 
ple find it difficult to make Hollandaise 
or what the English seem to prefer to 
call Dutch sauce. It belongs to the 
older and heavier types of cookery. 
Much butter proportionately is re- 
quired for it, and it really costs more 
than it comes to. It is a mayonnaise 
in which butter is used instead of oil. 
It is usually cooked, but the cooking is 
for an epicurean result. A complex 
seasoning of vinegar boiled down with 
spices gives it the highest perfection, 
but lemon juice is generally used, with 
a little salt and a bit of cayenne pep- 
per, which latter seasonings do not 
‘| modify the strength of the lemon and 
"| butter sufficiently for most tastes,

This may be 
used cold now, or put it In a double 
boiler and add to it one-fourth cup of 
boiling water, stirring all the time for 
about twenty minutes. 

Remove from over water at once and 
serve on asparagus, with broiled fish, 
and so forth.

Tragedy Unites Couple in 


Coroner’s Court.

Milton C. Bickart, 1905 South Craw- 
ford avenue, was yesterday exonerated 
by a coroner’s jury which declared him 
justified in killing William Thiede, 21, 
3133 South Crawford avenue, Saturday 


afternoon when he found Thiede and

off the back room” of John Novotny’s 
saloon, 3059 South Kedzie avenue, 

Mrs. Myrtle Bickart, 24, who, as the 
woman in the case was responsible for 
her husband’s act, as the wife in the 
case yesterday aided in securing her 
husband's freedom on the implied plea 


\of the unwritten law and the stated 
ground of self-defense. 


Yesterday, seated at opposite sides 
of Fred H. Hitzeman’s morgue, 4119 
West 26th street, where Deputy Coro- 
ner Charies H. Fitzner conducted the 
inquest, Mrs. Bickart, nervous, dressed 
in brown beaded georgette and a black 


| hat, and Mr. Bickart, quietly defiant, 


were brought close together by the 
tragedy that was trying to separate 


“I trasted Thiede like a brother.” 
said Bickart of the man who had come 
between him and his wife. 
This friendship, according to Bickart, 
lasted for about a year, until one day, 
about three months ago, “my wife 
came to me and said Thiede had asked 
her to go out with him. She said he 
had asked her to be unfaithful to me.” 


Can't Look Up. 


Mrs. Bickart lowered her eyes to 
avoid meeting her husband's gaze as 
he gave the court an aécount of last 
Saturday's events. 

“About 12:30 my wife left for the 
hairdresser, She said she'd phone me 
at 3. She didn’t and I grew suspicious, 
but I waited until 3:30. Then I left 
our delicatessen store and took a 
friend who lived upstairs, Fred Zob- 
jeck, with me in a taxicab.” 

Calling first at a saloon at 3ist and 
Crawford, where Bickart said Thieds 
had told of having parties with women, 
and finding no one, they had driven 
to John Novotny’s, at 3059 South Ked- 
zie avenue. 

How He Killed Him. 

“I asked Novotny if Thiede was 
there. He said he was in the back 
room, but had a girl with him. Words 
can’t explain what came over me, My 
God, I could just picture them. 

“I pushed open a door at the left; 
it was open about two inches. There, 
in a small room, I saw Thiede lying 
on a couch. My wife was sitting at 
his head. They had their arms around 
each other. 

“My wife rushed to me crying, ‘ For 
God’s sake, Bick, don’t do anything.’ 
Thiede raised up on his side; he reached 
for his pocket. I knew a man in his 
predicament would shoot to kill, and 
I knew he had a gun. I grabbed my 
gun and fired.” 

Are Reconciled. | 

While waiting for the verdict, hus- 
band and wife embraced and he gaid: 
“Whatever happens you will be re- 
leased. Go home to my mother. You'll . 
be welcome,” and his aunt, Mrs. Elise 
Eckhaus, 450 East 46th place, repeated 
the invitation. 

Following the announcement of the 
verdict, Mrs. Bickart for the first time 
since the shooting Saturday broke 
down and sobbed. “ Let her cry; she'll 
feel better,” said Bickart as he brought 
her some food. “I still love her. She 
must come home with me.”
